The present Opel 
four is offered in coach, touring, 
coupe and cabriolet models with 
prices ranging in the neighbor- 
hood of 2,500 marks, or $600. The 
six-cylinder models have smaller 
produced on a much_ smaller 
scale and it is considered likely 
that they will be discontinued 
under the new management. 

The four-cylinder model has at- 
tained great popularity all over Cen- 
tral Europe and accounts for be- 
tween 75 and 80 per cent. of the en- 
tire output of the Opel plants. Opel 
distributing companies have been 
organized in South America, where 
some business is being done in six- 
cylinder models. The distance from 
service facilities has considerably 
hampered this work, however. 

The other important German 
manutacturers of passenger cars are 
Horen, the first firm to manufac- 
ture an eight on large scale. They 
are doing quite some export business 
in Europe; Mercedes-Benz, up to the 
end of last year producers of sixes 
and super sixes, are manufacturing | 
an eight of medium size now; Bren- | 
nabor, producing two medium sixes, | 
the smaller type of them very largely | 
used for taxis.

fact that old Benjamin 


Franklin, philosopher, student and inventor, was using the 
electric spark as early as 1749. In 1826 Samuel Morey, a 
contemporary worker with Fulton in the steamboat field, 
built a two-cylinder, 180-degree engine, with cranks, poppet 


valves, a carburetor and water cooling. 

In 1838 C. G. Page produced a jump spark coil, and in 
1837 Thomas Davenport brought out a rotary armature 
electric motor. In 1851 W. M. Storm patented a jump spark 
dynamo. 

In 1853 G. B. Brayton began working to produce a 
motor vehicle, and a Dr. Drake built a vehicle in 1855 which 
was considered the best of its time. Selden, of patent fame, 
came along in 1877, and H. K. Schank began experimenting 
in 1884. Charles E. Duryea began experimenting with steam 
and electricity as a motive power for vehicles as early as 
ae and chose gasoline as the best power medium in 1886. 
He began definite automobile work in 1891. 

Charles B. King, a resident of Detroit, became a convert 
in 1893, and built a four-cylinder car which actually ran 
about the streets of the Michigan city in 1894. King was an 
intensely modest person, and has never received his due 
recognition as a pioneer experimenter and builder. 

Haynes and Apperson got under way about 1893, and R. 
E. Olds, after experimenting with steam from 1888, adopted 
gasoline about 1892 or 1893. From 1900 Olds was the fore- 
most manufacturer in the country. Alexander Winton got 
into the race about 1895, and Henry Ford a year later built 
a quadricycle, which was actually running in 1897.

The writer has given thought to 
this very same subject on numer- 
ous occasions in the past. realizing 
the good results that may be ob- 
tained through the standardization 
of new model changes.
